Claims 9-17 are withdrawn. 

Applicants have amended the claims to the elected group. 
However the method claims cannot be rejoined because of 1 12 issues. 
The data provided has a few IC 50 values. There is population data that HIV was "prevented" 
The data provided lacks any data to support the fact that HIV is in fact being 
treated/prevented or even inhibited. There are only a few IC50 values which varies considerable 
and does not show that HIV is in fact being treated 

The art is highly unpredictable and there is guidance that it in fact it does treat/ prevent HIV. 
There is no population data to indicated the disease is indeed prevented. 
Treating HIV is very unpredictable and appUcants specification has no guidance on how the 
compounds do in fact inhibit the spread ofHTV in the cell in an assay or in a human cell. 
If applicants cancel the method of treating claims the compound claims 1-4, 6-8 and 18 will 
be allowed.
